Mr. Cooper sarcastically remarked that 
he never nad known the - government 
printing office to print anything that was 
woi on the copy. 

“IT understand the heading was written 
in the postoffice department,’’ Mr. Griggs 
said in reply.

Ridiculous Position, Says Griggs. 
Continuing, he sald it had leaked out 
that the committee were in possession of 
information that condemn members of 
congress. In the committee, he said, he 
had contended that if there were to be 
leaks it was the committee’s duty to 
make it public, which they very properly 
had done. “The United §States,’’ he said, 
“is too powerful and too great to con- 
vict any man by a suppression of facts.’’ 
“But,” he sald, ‘if the publication of all 
those things would convict not only men 
under indictmeht, but men higher up or 
lower down, the report should be taken 
for what it is worth.’ 

If there were men in the inspection ser- 
vice, he declared, who were afraid to 
| have their reports see daylight, such 
men ought to be gotten rid of and men 
put in who were not afraid. There was 
yet more of the report, he said, the re- 
ports of inspectors, which ought to go be- 
fore the public. He called attention to 
what he termed the “ridiculous position 
the house had placed itself in. 

“We sought to investigate the postoffice 
department,” he said, “and you gentle- 
men turned out here like hornets and in- 
/ sisted that the whole department from 
top to bottom must be _§investigated.’’ 
Both republicans and democrats, he said, 
further had declared that they would 
‘tear the roof off the old thing,’ and he 
Mmquired, “what did you do? The house 
got scared and _ turned tail.’’ Amid 
laughter and applause he charged the 
members of the house with having start- 
ed out to investigate the department-and 
wound up by having the department in- 
vestigate them.

IAPS RAIN RUIN 


Russians Admit That Bombard- 
ments Were Most Vangerous, 


Garrison Has Lost Heart and a Final 
Attack by the Japanese Forces 
Is Feared—Russia Is Try- 
ing To Bolster Up Her 
Finances.

Berlin, March 15.—A. well informed Rus- 
sian correspondent states that accord- 
ing to information received in St. Peters- 
burg by relatives of high officials at 
Port Arthur, the latest Japan attack in- 
flicted great damage on the fortifications 
of the town. the ships lying 
in the harbor were damaged and the 
cruiser Pallada which dock was 
struck twice. A great attack is momen- 
tarily expected. The feeling of depres- 
sion in Port Arthur is becoming more pro- 
nounced, but authorities are deter- 
mined to hold on as long as possible. 

A thousand mechanics from St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow are on the way to the 
Far East charged: wifh the task re- 
pairing the damaged battleships Retvizan 
and Tsarvitch. 

According to the latest reports from the 
Balkal region all hope has been aban- 
doned of completing the construction of 
the railway round the lake before March 
of next year. 

Russian finances are again the obfect 
of general attention. The special com- 
mission under Count Golski, which was 
appointed immediately after the out- 
break of the war, with the object of ef- 
fecting. economies in the impertal  ex- 
chequer, has estimated the amount of 
possible saving at 134,000,000 roubles, 
the greater part of this sum accounted for 
by reductions in the estimates of the min- 
isteries of railways and communications. 
The proposals of the commission have 
now received the sanction of the imperial 
council, 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of The 
Lokal Anziger describes as fables the re- 
} ports that the Russian government is 
fortifying th Finnish Baltic coast in view 
of possible conflect with Great Britain. 
It is customary in times of war, he says, 
to station a few batteries at certain 
points on the coast, but this measure 
has not been adopted onthe present oc- 
casion as a precaution against Great 
Britain. 

The correspondent asserts that the ten- 
sion excited at St. Petersburg by the Wel 
Hai Wei rumor concerning the abandon- 
ment of Port Arthur has now subsided.

JAPANESE HUNGR 
DEAD RUSSIANS 


They Aid at Funeral of Yic- 
lims of the Variag, 


Japanese Sailors Headed the Cortege, 
and a Russian Flag Covered the 
Coffin—At the Grave the 
Japanese Bowed to the 
Coffin.

Seoul, March !15.—Two Russian blue- 
jackets whose bodies were recovered by 
divers from the cruiser Veriag were ac- 
corded solemn funeral at Chemulpo 
yesterday. The cortege was headed by 
twenty Japanese sallors with the Jap- 
anese flag draped in crepe, Next came 
two sailors carrying stands of flowers, 
then followed the coffin covered with a 
large Russian flag borne on a gun car- 
riage drawn by sailors. This was succeed- 
ed by a guard of honor of bluejackets 
from the French and United Siates gun- 
boats in the harbor. 

Rev. Mr. Bridle read the funeral serv- 
ices, which were most impressive. Three 
yvollevs were fired by the Japanese, while 
all saluted. The Japanese residents in 
town were present at the funeral. They 
went to the grave and bowed to the 
coffin. 


RUSSIANS AND JAPS MET 
IN FIGHT TO THE DEATH. 

Tokio, March !8.—The steamer bearing 
ten wounded and the, bodies of nine of 
the seamen who were killed in the Port 
Arthur fight on the J0Oth Instant, has 
reached Sasebo. 

The wounded and dead were chiefly 
participants in the battle between the 
Japanese and Russian destroyers. The 
survivors unite In praising the desperate- 
ly heroic attack on the Russians and 
tell a story of a personal encounter be- 
tween a Japanese sailor and the captain 
Russian destroyer, Stereguscht- 
chi. When the Japanese closed on the 
Russians the sailor sprang aboard the 
enemy’s vessel and met her commander 
emerging from the cabin. Sailor and 
captain sprang at one another, but the 
seaman was the quicker of the two and 
felled the Russian officer by striking him 
on the head with a cutlass. 

The Russian endeavored to rise, but the 
sailor kicked him overboard 
and he drowned. The Japanese say there 
were twenty-two dead on the Russian 
destroyers. The report of the death of 
Engineer Minamisawa was premature. 
He is very low. 

The Japanese dead were landed at 
Sasebo and received with full military 
honors. They were borne on funeral car- 
riages to the naval brigade headquarters. 


NEWSPAPER MEN BARRED 
BY JAPANESE OFFICIALS 

Seoul, March !5.—The Japanese au- 
thorities have ordered the newspaper 
correspondents at Ping Yang and Anju 
to return. They also refuse to honor the 
permits formerly given for correspond- 
ents to accompany troops to the front 
and are holding them at Seoul. 

The action is regarded as significant.

FIRE OF JAPANESE 
KILLS 300 RUSSIANS 


ONDON, March 15.— 

A correspondent of The 

Daily Telegraph at Yin 
Kow says that the Japanese 
again attacked Port Arthur 
March 12 as a challenge for 
Vice Admiral Makaroff to 
come out and fight. During 
the heavy bombardment, the 
correspondent says, the Jap- 
anese were in a position of 
safety from the guns of the 
fortress. The Russian cas- 
ualties amounted to 300 
killed or wounded. The 
correspondent adds that this 
is authentic.

It seems logical enough that the Rus- 
sians should attempt a dash for Viadli- 
vostok, where it possible to dock 
larger ships, effect a junction with thefr 
armored cruiser squadron and secure a 
base for operations while possessing ad- 
equate land defenses. The hopelessness 
of continuing at Port Arfhur is manifest 
while a dash for Viadivostok might suc- 
ceed, contrary to the opinion previously 
expressed. 

Vice Admiral Togo is unwilling to run 
the risk of dividing his battle ships 
squadron and continues to operate the 
six battle ships together. If the Rus- 
sians should make an attempt to reach 
Viadivostok it is believed they will try 
a dash through the Korean straits rather 
than enter the Japanese sea through the 
Sugaru straits.

Against the Withdrawal of 
Gunboat from Niu- 
chwang. 


Tientsin, March 1!5.—The haSte of the 
British and American gunboats to leave 
Niuchwang while the intentions of the 
Japanese are unknown, and while con- 
gular jurisdiction and the full treaty port 
rights of neutrals are unquestioned, thus 
prematurely abandoning the protection 
heretofore maintained, has provoked the 
indignation of residents and an official 
protest has been made to the United 
States government. This was done es- 
pecially in view of the action of the Japa- 
nese in placing their consulate and other 
property under Sritish protection, their 
example being imitated by the Russians 
transferring, as indicated in previous dis- 
patches, their extensive bank, consular 
and also civil administration properties 
to the French, thereby rendering Rus- 
sian, Japanese and offer interests alike 
meutral. The protest was also sent be- 
cause the manner of withdrawing a Brit- 
ish gunboat and what is understood as 
the Ametican intention of withdrawal 
@re regarded as palpable neglect, invit- 
ing depredations upon British-American 
interests. 

The British consul here has filed a pro- 
test with Sir Ernest Satow, The British 
minister at Pekin, against the projected 
abandonment of the Niuchwan- end 
of the Chinese railway by its directors 
and the management in Great Britain.

PROTEST MADE |REFUGEES WORE 


YANKEE COLORS 


‘How Americans Succeeded 
in Escaping from North 
Korea. 


Chemulpo, March 15—The United States 
cruiser Cincinnati returned here today 
from Chinnampo with a number of 
American refugees from the American 
company’s mines at Unsan and missions 
in that vicinity. The party consists o*° 
three men and twenty-two women and 
children. All are well. They praise the 
kindness of the officers of the Cincinnati, 
who gave up their cabins to them. 

The refugees traveled from Unsan to 
Chinnampo in carts bearing American 
flags and were escorted as far as Ping 
Yang by a band from the mines. They 
were unmolested. Near Anju they met 
two gmall groups of Cossacks. During 
the party’s stay at Ping Yang the Japa- 
nese officials requested them to wear 
badges bearing the American colors in 
order that they might be atlowed to 
leave and enter the town freely. 

The party was stopped five times by 
Japanese soldiers, of whom the party 
Saw great numbers along the road to the 
coast. The Japanese treated them very 
courteously. 

An American miner returning from the 
mines at Unsan was arrested north of 
Ping Yang by Japanese on suspicion of 
being a Russian spy. He was speedily 
released when his identity was estab- 
lished. 


TRAITOR SHOT

Captain Leontieff Sold the 
Secrets of the 
Czar. 


London, March 1!5.—A telegram from 
Lemberg, forwarded by The Times’ cor- 
respondent at Vienna, says that Captain 
Leontieff, of the Russian general staff, 
has been arrested at Warsaw for having 
sold to a foreign power a list of secret 
agents maintained by the general Rus- 
sian staff in the frontier districts of Rus- 
sian western neighbors. The discovery 
was made through the delivery of a 
money order to another person of the 
same name. Leontieff is reported to 
have been shot.

Famous Violinist in Peril of

Vienna, March 15.—German Czech race 
hatred led to a serious riot at Ling, the 
capital of Upper Austria, today™here a 
mob of infuriated Germans in revenge 
for an ill-treatment of thir compatriots 
at Pargue, stormed the hall in which 
Jan Kubelik, the Bohemian violinist, was 
giving a concert, compelling the artist to 
seek safety in flight. The manager had 
been warned to cancel the engagement, 
Owing to fears of such a demonstration, 
but he declined to do so. 

Before the doors were opened the mob 
attacked the carriage of the district gov- 
ernor, Count Wickenburg, with stones. 
The police had difficulty in protecting 
the count from personal injury. While 
the concert was in progress a howling 
mob outside the hall made the music in- 
audible. Some Officers came out of the 
hall and reproached the mob foy such dis- 
turbances. The mob then forced the po- 
lice cordon, invaded the hall, smashed the 
decorative mirrors and threw missiles at 
Kubelik, 

The concert was then stopped and the 
audience dispersed, amidst a fire of of- 
fensive epithets. The demonstrations 
were continued outside the hotel where 
Kubelik was staying and the police, aided 
by the mayor, had some difficulty in dis- 
persing the mob.

Government Beaten in Commons 
on Division on the Educa- 
tional Estimates, 


BUT BALFOUR REFUSED 
TO RESIGN HIS OFFICE 


He Claimed That the Vote Was a 
Snap Affair—Believed That Vote 
Presages the Early Fall of 
the Present Govern- 
ment. 


London, March 18.—Premier Balfour’s 
g°vernment today was defeated in the 
house of commons by the combined liber- 
al and nationalist vote. This reverse 
was due to the prohibition by Mr. Wynd- 
ham, chief secretary for Ireland, on tha 
teaching of Gaelic in the junior grades 
of the Irish national schools. Mr. Bal- 
four, though defeated by a majority of 
lt on this question, does not regard 
the vote as one of want of confi- 
fence, and he will not resign on 
this account. His determination not to 
resign was strengthened by the fact that 
shortly after the foregoing defeat he was 
able to necure a majority vf 25. 

The failure of the government to curry 
the house with it on a question of purely 
administrative policy in its Irish depart- 
ment ig generally admitted to greatly 
weaken its already waning prestige with 
the country, although jit is not thought 
probable that any immediuts development 
will ensue. In the house of commons it- 
eelf, to use the words of a prominent 
member of the opposition, ‘‘all the ar-

The Associated Press loarns that Pre- 
mier Balfour regards it as one of the 4s- 
sential principles of his party to hold on 
to the reins of government for the pres- 
ent at any rate. What he may do after 
Eastef still remains in doubt. The blow 
administered today makes the premier's 
task of holding his party together doubiy 
difficult, and many supporters of the gov- 
ernment frankly said tonight that they 
favored an early dissolution of parliment 
rather than again undergo the humilia- 
tion experienced today. 


Those Terrible Irish. 

“Those terrible Irieh,”” as they are Je- 
scribed for the moment by the unflonists, 
were entirely responsible for Mr. Bal- 
four’s defeat. On the question of Catlo- 
lic education, Monday night, the national- 
ists had voted with the unionist govern- 
ment, but even while so doing they were 
Planning the downfall of the conserva- 
tives. This afternoon the mine so ingenu- 
ously laid, was set off with a success that 
thrilled the country. The stratezy with 
which the whole coup was planned and 
the scenes that marked its culmination 
recalled the times when Gladstone and 
Parnell waged a Titanic struggle in the 
arena, 

When the house of commors met at 
2 o'clock this afternoon the metropolis 
was steeped in its usual murky tran- 
quility. Scattered throughout the 
clubs, hotels and restaurants, the unionist 
commoners languidly discussed the war 
news and everything else except politics. 
In this sepenity of the luncheon hour 
hundreds of newspaper boys suddenly ap- 
peared yelling: “Bhe government defeat- 
ed.”’ 

The early morning papers only gave the 
figures of the voting on division and read- 
ers were left to guess wheths: or not the 
government had resigned. A wild rush 
was made for the house of commons and 
many elderly members ran half a mile 
er more while others drove recklegsly to 
Westminster.. 

Strange Scenes in Commons. 

Within the house of commons itself, 
strange scenes were being enacted. An 
unusually short list of questions had 
brought on the business of the day 
nearly half an hour ahead of the usual 
time. Then languidly the house resolved 
itself into committee of supply to discuss 
the vote for Irish education which had 
already been debated. Profound peace 
reigned and there was not a sign 
the comihg parliamentary storm except to 
the few initiated who keenly watched the 
whispered conference taking place be- 
tween the Irish whips. 

John Redmond made a complaint about 
the prohibition of Gaeltic in the schools, 
but instead of a long speech, which it 
would seem he had prepared, judging 
by the volume of notes in hig hands, the 
Irish leader said only a few words. Mr. 
Wyndham replied with equal brevity and 
it was evident he was saving himself 
for a string of protests from other Irish 
members. 

The treasury bench was deserted save 
for “Ne chief secretary for Ireland and 
three of his junior colleagues and barely 
twenty supporters of the government 
were In their places. Sir Henry Camphbell- 
Bannerman, the Jeader of the liberal par- 
tv, was absent. Mr. Balfour chatted mer- 
rily in the spectators gallery with a 
friend. Then the bolt fell. 

No one rose to reply to Mr. Wyndham, 
the Irish party for once utilizing silence 
as its deadliest weapon. Mr. Redmond 
had sald there was to be no speeches and 
though the rank and file of nationalists 
did not know the reason, not having been 
admitted to the secret plan set on foot 
the previous evening by their leader and 
their chief whip, they obeyed implicitly. 
Discipline triumphed and not one word 
came from the Irish benches. The liber- 
als, too, sat silent, though they were ix- 
norant of the projected coup, and without 
a reply, a division was inevitable. Only 
then did Mr. Wyndham and the govern- 
ment whips realize how deliberately they 
had been outwitted. 

Government in Desperation. 

The Associated Press learns that John 
Redmond and Sir Thomas Esmonde had 
planned the division for 3 o'clock and the 
bells therefore clanged out through the 
house at 2:55. In desperation the govern- 
ment whips sent messengers in cabs and 
with telegrams and to the telephones, but 
without avail, for when the tellers of 
the vote returned the clerk of the house 
handed Sir Thomas Esmonde the covet- 
ed little slip of paper which {is given to 
the winning side. 

In a second the members who had 
crowded .n realized that the government 
had been beaten, and then there arose 
such a cheer as Westminster had not 
heard for many a day. The Irish and 
liberal members clambered upon benches

A rush to the lobby followed and the 
members animatedly discussed whether 
or not Mr. Balfour wou'd resign. The 
premier, however, quickly set these 
doubts at rest by saying that he saw no 
reason for such action. Thanks to the 
prolonged exuberance of the Irish cheers 
and the hectoring of Mr. Balfour, the 
Eovernment whips got the chance of 
summomng their absent supporters, and 
when, about ten minutes later, John Rea- 
mond moved to report progress on the 
ground that the government had not a 
majority able to transact the business 
of the country, the government secured 
the narrow majority of 25. 

To Save Balfour.

MANY MUST PAY 
TAX PENALTY 


About 2,000 Citizens Have 
Failed To Make Re- 
turns, 


About one-eighth of the real estato 
owners of Atlanta have failed to make 
returns of their holdings for taxation 
during the time specified by law. 
It is believed that the number 
failed to make returns will be 
2,000. 

To all of 


who 
about 


these the penalty requlred 
by law will be applied. The board of tax 
assessors will enforce the law and the 
only relief from it will be through peti- 
tions to council. 

The law provides that those who fall 
to make returns during the period spec- 
ified by law shal] have !0 per cent added 
to their returns and shall be forced to 
pay double street taxes. 

The law hag been in the code for many 
years, but it has never before been in- 
forced. This year council’s tax com- 
mittee, of which Councilman Quillian is 
chairman, instructed the board of tax 
assessors to enforce the law. The com- 
miitee declared that it would oppose any 
resolution which sought to relieve from 
the penalty those who failed to make 
returns, 

Yesterday was the last day, untier the 
law, for returning property for taxa- 
tion. The three tax assessors, their reg- 
ular clerks and severg) special clerks 
were on duty during the entire day at 
the city hall as they have been for some 
time past. The office was crowded dur- 
ing the entire day. 

Many found it impossible to wait for 
theig turn in line and left without making 
their returns. 

One of the tax assessors stated last 
evening after the office had closed that 
he believed there would be about 2.000 
persons to whom the penalty would be 
applied. Nearly all of tthe large property 
owners, he declared, hag made returns 
and the 2,000 who have increased their 
taxes by their tardiness are, in the muin, 
owners of smal! pleces of real estate 
throughout the city,

Never is crime so abhorrent in this 
country as when it is committed by a 
black man. A murder committed by him 
{s infinitely more detestable than one 
committed by a white man. The offense 
is so much more heinous that the com- 
munity will not consent to await the 
slow processes of the law. It will not give 
the black murderer the benefit of a trial 
by jury. That ts the white man’s con- 
stitutional right, but {it is not the black 
man’s. 

That it.is a crime to .be black was 
illustrated the day after the lynching 
when a mob raised th cry of ‘‘burn the 
niggers out!’’ The mob proceeded to de- 
fire that part of the city in 
which the negroes lived. The colored peo- 
up were 
not responsible for Dixon’s crime. They 
had committed no acts of violence be- 
cause of his lynching. They were the 
victims of a.race prejudice which is now 
stronger in some parts of the north than 
in the south. 

What are black men and women who 
have made their homes fn northern citles 
where colorphobia is rampant to do? 
They are treated as if they were jointly 
responsible ror the crimes committed by 
one of their number. If ninety-nine out 
of a hundred are industrious and peace- 
ful but the hundredth man is a criminal 
the ninety-nine must suffer because of 
his crimes. The blacks used to flee from 
the south to the north, which they look- 
ed on as the land of freedom and of peace. 

Have conditions changed so greatiy that 
the inoffensive, industrious black man 
must go south to get out of the way of 
mobs? 


Reaping the Whirlwind.

Little Japan. 

TAttle! The idea that Japan is a land of 
little people ig at the best a half-truth, 
and therefore doubly misleading. The 
average Jap we sec in Europe gives no 
fair idea of the physique 9%f his people. 
He nearly always belongs to the profes- 
sional classes. Now the professional and 
prosperous Jap is, one must admit, as a 
rule small and of apparently Ittle 
stamina, He gives one the same mipres- 
sion as does the Paris boulevardier of 
having frittered away his manhood on 
worthless things. But he no more repre- 
sents the average man of his people than 
does the boulevardien represent the 
French peasant. 

The average Japanese man, while not 
tall, gives one the impression of 
probably the hardiest man On earth. He 
lives perpetually in tne open air and on 
the simplest food. His home consists of 
paper screens, Which never shut the ar 
wholly out, and are always open a great 
part of the day. 

He is hardy because he has been in- 
ured to the most extreme discomfort since 
infancy. He does not knXOW what comfort 
is. His home has practical!v no furni- 
ture. Matting, bedding (no bed), and a 
tray for food supply his wants. In a iand 
cold beyond belief over a large part of the 
year, he never has a coal fire, but warms 
himself over a box holding a few frag- 
ments of burning charcoal. 

Japanese Winter. 

The tourist who sees Japan in spring or 
autumn cannot realize the cold of winter 
or the fierce heat of summer. Fate has 
tuaxen me to many cold lands, but never 
as the cold penetrated one so much as 
in Toklo in January. Others say the same,

It was developed at the meeting that 
the rosters of several of the Georgia 
regiments are nearly complete, these be- 
ing the first, third, fourth, twelfth, 
twenty-first, thirtieth and forty-fourth. 
Of course none of these rosters are 
wholly perfect, and it is admittedly im- 
possible to get them exactly correct, but 
they will in most instances come very 
near to it. The roster commission must 
depend for material assistance on those 
who have rolls of companies, regiments 
and other commands which can be fur- 
nished for the m&king of copies by the 
roster commission. 

Georgia Railroad Case. 

The hearing of the injunction suit 
brought by the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company against the state of 
Georgia and the comptroller general, to 
prevent the collection of a franchise tax 
from the Georgia railroad, which is leas- 
ed by the Louisville and Nashville, will 
probably take place as 800n as Comp- 
troller General Wiliam A. Wright re- 
turns from Florida, where he has gone 
on account of his health. Letters from 
Captain Wright indicate that he is very 
much improved and that he will return to 
the city either the latter part of this 
week or tthe first of next. 

Attorney Genera] John C. Hart cannot 
proceed in the case until the comptroller 
general returns, because that official is 
wanted to give certain testimony rela- 
tive to the points at issue.

The attorney genera] not 
only denies the truth of this statement, 
but holds that the complainant cannot 
stand upon thig ground, while denying 
that it owes any taxes at all. It is 
claimed that the Georgia railroad is ex- 
empt from taxation under its charter, 
for a period of years, and that this ex- 
emption covers al) forms of taxation ex- 
cept that specifically provided, This is 
the ground on which the objection Is 
made to ‘thé payment of a franchise tax. 
The attorney genera] holds the com- 
plainant must stand on this ground alone, 
and if it wishes to put forward the plea 
of excessive taxation, ft must first ten- 
der its taxes to the state; but this would 
be a practical admission that the first 
ground was not good.

ARE MANGLED 


Three Killed and Fight In- 
jured by Explosion in 
Chicago. 


Chicago, March 15.—Three persons, two 
of them being boys, were killed and eight 
other employees were injured today by 
an explosion of toy pistol caps, which 
completely demolished the two-story 
brick manufacturing plant of the Chica- 
go Toy Novelty Company at Western 
avenue and West Eighteenth street.

Events in the Far Bast. 

The war between Japan and Rus- 
sia has not proceeded far enough for 
the military critics here and abroad to 
predict the end. Over against the 
weight and power of Russia, Japan 
Presents an extreme yimbleness, an 
abibity to move rapidly, and a part >f 
her troops were reported recently as 
having flanked the Russians to the 
north, while presenting a large force 
against them {in the south. This move- 
ment created considerable surprise 
among those who are studying the 
course of events in the east, but thus 
far the movement has not been fol- 
lowed by further development. 

So far as the naval movements are 
concerned, Japan continues to main- 
tain the advantage gained at the out- 
set, and the reported results of the 
latest bombardment of Port Arthur, 
demonstrate anew the efficiency with 
which the Japanese fighting ships are 
handled. ‘The new commander at Port 
Arthur, who is said to be called the 
Cossack of the sea, has thus far failed 
to show that the name bestowed on 
him by his countrymen is really de- 
served. He is said to have issued 
forth for the purpose of rescuing a 
vessel, but according to the Japanese 
account, he was compelled to seek the 
shelter of the harbor. 

The truth is, that the efficiency of 
@ navy depends wholly on the ability 
of the men in command and the 
that when there is an actual conflict 
going on the result may be said to 
depend almost wholly on the capacity 
of the men in command and the 
training of the men behind the 
guns. ‘his is so true of all na 
vies and of all sorts of naval ves- 
sels, that the actual outcome of a 
naval battle, stripped of all acceso- 
ries, is a matter of training, of en- 
Thusiasm, and of an earnestness that 
puts a keener edge on native vigor. 
Our own navy did well during the war 
with Spain, but a good deal of time 
would have been saved if the south At- 
lantic squadron had not been hamper 
ed by a naval board that knew noth- 
ing whatever of the actual situation. 


It would be interesting to know wheth- 


er Russia has a board of strategy. 

As to the war on land,.it seems to 
be impossible to do more than gudss 
at what is going on. The censorship 
which Japan has organized seems to 
be so perfect and so impartial that 
it has caused little irritation and com: 
plaint. Even the American corre- 
spondent who was put in jail by mis- 
take, seems to have enjoyed his ex- 
perience; and it is acknowledged on 
all sides that the Japanese can put 
a@ man in jail or hang him with such 
a show ot consideration and polite 
ness that the victim will be the last 
to protest. Anyhow, the censorship 
accomplishes the purpose of keeping 
Rusia in the dark as to the purposes 
of the little yellow men. 

It is said that the Russian policy is 
to retreat until the weather becomes 
more temperate, or unti: her army can 
be reinforced, but as Japan refused 
to wait for the last Russian note to 
be delivered, it is more than probable 
that the plans of her campaign are 
arranged to forestall the Russian pol- 
icy of delay. It is hardly possible 
that the troops of the czar will be per- 
mitted to retreat very far without be- 
ing drawn into a battle with the Japa- 
nese, and the conuict when it does 
come wit be a desperate one. So 
much may be said In advance. 

There’seems to be no present prob- 
ability that either France or England 
will. be called in to enter the conflict. 
Both countries have too much at stake 
to venture lightly into a contest that 
would cripple them commercially and 
materially. Neither civilization nor 
progress has enabled mankind to mod- 
erate the cruelty or brutality of war, 
nor has any process been invented by 
means of which its horrors may be 
mitigated.

But for the statute of limitations we 
would be in the midst of the glove 
contract trial in the war department. 
In the interior department the Indian 
land grafters are being gently hauled 
over the coals. The Army and Navy 
Journal has pointed the way to a big 
graft investigation in the navy de: 
partment, or to the investigation of a 
kindred crime. ‘the country has rea- 
son to be suspicious of naval con- 
tracts. ‘The armor plate extortions of 


the tariff pets of past republican ad-. 


ministrations have not been forgotten. 
The immense appropriations expend- 
ed in the construction of the new 
American navy have doubtless tempt- 
ed official grafters and their contrac- 
tor “pals” to cunning efforts to cheat 
and deceive Uncle Sam, and it re- 
mains to be known whether their evil 
designs have failed or not. Nearly 
$100,00U,000 is to be spent in naval 
improvement next year. Will it be 
honestly spent? Will the depart- 
ment. grafters and the contractors 
manage to take their shady per 
centum? 

These are questions the American 
people demand to be reassured upon 
now of all times. ‘lhey have ground 
for loss of confidence in the govern- 
ment employees under the present 
administration. Apropos of the Iowa 
accidents, The Army and Navy Jour- 
nal notes “the depression both among 
officers and men who have to deal 
with these guns.” We should think 
so! How can our gallant jackies 
have any confidence in their weapons, 
suspecting that contract thieves have 
put base metal into them or otherwise 
cheapened their construction? The 
swindle has a demoralizing influence 
upon the esprit de corps of the navy, 
let alone the fraud upon the United 
States treasury and the menace to na- 
tional safety in the event of actual 
war. 

We rise to a question of public priv- 
flege and move that a few investiga- 
tion X-rays be turned upon the navy 
department, a la Bristow, with ths 
lowa’s guns as a clew to follow up.

“If a southern man were fairly nom!- 
nated for president or vice president,” it 
says, “if his record were straight and 
his views sound, even if he Were a man 
of the hignest ability and merit, thou- 
sands of democrats in the north and 
east would refuse to vote for him,” 

It is no doubt true that under the cir- 
cumstances thousands of s0-called demo- 
crats at the north would refuse to vote 
for him, but they would also refuse fo 
vote for any other man of sound views. 
The objection would not be to the south- 
ern man, but to the man of sound views. 

While southern democrats have not 
been much more successful of Jate in de- 
veloping presidential timber than have 
their political associates at the north, 
there is no good reason why the claims 
of ‘southern candidates should not be con- 
sidered in GAemocratic conventions.

It is in the connecting 
restaurant that the negro women have 
their drinks served to them with food 
and without the negro women, {t seems 
that the liquor business does not pay 
in anything like the proportion it does 
when these women are included among 
the patrons- 

On Saturday nights these connecting 
restaurants are the scenes of the great- 
est activity. They become at once the 
rendezvous for parties that often have 
a later session in the police. station. 
It is the favorite meeting place for both 
sexes, and it is to these same places 
that much of the crime of the city's 
datker side can be traced.

Senators Bacon and Clay have worked 
hard to secure the passage of this ap- 
propriation in the senate and Congress- 
man Livingston, as well as others of the 
Georgia delegation, will exert them- 
selves to an equal extent when the bill 
comes up in the house.

Grand Jury Finds True Bills Against

UN RUUSEVELT 


his Candidacy Embarrased by 
‘Fierce Fractional Fights

In New York and Ohio the Presi- 
dent’s Enemies Are in Contrel 
of the Organization—Out- 
look Bad for the Re- 
publicans.

Washington, March 15.—(Special.)— 
Brought face to face with serious fac- 
tional divisions in New York and Qhio, 
President Roosevelt and his close politi- 
cal advisers are anything but enthusias- 
tic over the outlook under which the re- 
publican party bids fair to enter the com- 
ing presidential campaign 

Perhaps it would be more correct ta 
Say that these doubts are held by the 
president’s advisers rather than by him- 
self. Some months ago President Roose- 
velt way seriously concerned about con- 
ditions in the party which promised to 
make trouble for his ambition to be his 
Own successor, but as one after another 
of these obstacles has been swept away 
until he finds himself absolute master 
of the party, he has become the firmest 
of believers in his own good luck. Some 
of the men closest to him are, however, 
not so superstitious. They have, of course, 
no doubt of his nomination, but they are 
beginning to feel that thereis a possibility 
of factional division, which, coupled 
with general apathy, may endanger the 
success of the republican ticket at the 
polls. 
~~ President’s Enemies in Control. 

So far as New York is concerned there 
can be no question that the president’s 
enemies are in control of the organiza- 
tion. Governor Odell is now the unques- 
tioned power in the New York machine. 
Senator Platt is a mere figure head, but 
for practical political purposes he is about 
the only thing Roosevelt now has, and 
Platt is for Roosevelt simply to save 
himself from open annihilation. There 
was a time when, in order to secure the 
nomination for governor of New York, 
Theodore Roosevelt had to kneel to 
Senator Platt; but now conditions are 
entirely different. Roosevelt as the oc- 
cupant of the white house has used his 
influence to prevent the open dethrone- 
ment of the once boss. This favor Gover- 
nor Odell was willing to grant so long 
as he was permitted to contro! the or- 
ganization, which indeed neither Roose- 
velt nor Platt could prevent. So long as 
there seemed no possibility of defeating 
Roosevelt’s nomination, and so long as 
Roosevelt did not aggress him or interfere 
with hisplans, the New York governor 
was not at all averse to a showing of 
harmony, 

No Pretense of Harmony. 

But twe things have occurred lately 
to put Governor Odell in a savagely 
antagonistic mood toward President 
Roosevelt: and the pretense of harmony 
has practically been abandoned. 

Governor Odell had an engagement to 
come to Washington and confer with 
the president about certain important 
party matters. The fact that he was com- 
ing down from Albany was widely her- 
alded in the newspapers up this way, 
the usual form of announcement being 


that his visit was to be made upon the, 


invitafion of President Roosevelt. Gover- 
nor Odell got as far as New York. The 
morning of his arrival there he found 
it stated in all the newspapers, as com- 
ing from the white house, which it did, 
that Governor Odell, instead of being 1n- 
vited by the president, was self-in- 
vited. ; 

This statement may Or may not have 
been true. Whether true or not, it so en- 
raged the governor that he immediately 
called off his ‘trip, telegraphed that he 
had a cold and went back to Albany. 

Sore Over Bristow Report. 

On the heels of this came the Bristow 
report, in which Governor Odell’s name 
figures. The governor charges President 
Roosevelt with the responsibility for put- 
ting hig name in that document, and 
loses no opportunity of expressing him- 
self toward the official head of his party 
In language not only uncomplimentary, 
but forceful. When B. B. Odell, Jr., 
has an uncomplimentary opinion to ex- 
press of a man, he does not lack for 
vigorous language with which to express 
it. Some of these expressions Teached 
white houge ears, and Senator Platt was 
sent aver to New York to see if he could 
not straighten things out. 

This seems to have added fuel to the 
fire. It hag given the governor the op- 
portunity of telling his lieutenants that 
the whole thing is simply a Platt-Odell 
fight, and the lines are now being drawn 
in a way that bodes ill for republican 
harmony. Republicans here are compar-

President Rushes to Foraker. 

The war between the Ohio machine, of 
whicn Senator Hanna was the head, and 
Senator Foraker has broken out with a 
Virulence it did not assume during the 
late senator’s lifetime, and all because of 
the action of President Roosevelt in 
rushing to the aid of Senator Foraker 
in what is termed indecent haste. The 
particular causes of complaint are cer- 
tain postoffice appointments over which 
Senator Hanna and Senator Foraker dif- 
fered, which were held in abeyance during 
Senator Hanna’s lifetime, but whicn 
were given to Senator Foraker without 
Senator-elect Dick being consulted and 
before the latter gentleman could get to 
Washington after his election.

Senator Hanna, who was not a man 
of personal animositiles, was willing 
enough to permit Senator Foraker to 
go to the Chicago conventson as one of 
Ohio’s big four, but now Senator Dick 
and Governor Hardwick, in resentment 
for what they consider the slight placed 
upon them and the memory of Senator

FOR SOME YEARS 


Directors of Fair Association 
Will Sell Buildings 


This Action, Which Will Cause No 
Surprise, Was Taken Yesterday 
Afternoon—Racing Feature 
Alone Has Paid in 
Past Few Years. 


Atlanta has had her last falr. 

The annual exhibits of agriculture, cat- 
tle, poultry and manufactures, the gay 
midway and the faces, the balloon as- 
censions, loop-the-loops, the diving anl- 
majg and men, the acrobats, wild wests, 
apple cider, peanuts and taffy candy, palm 
readers, popcorn venders, knife and cane 
racks, merry-go-rounds, ferris wheels and 
all that, are things of the past, so far 
ag Atlanta is concerned. 

The buildings at Piedmont park, one 
of the finest fair plants in America, 
are to be sold and the business of the 
association ig to be wound up. 

This action was decided on at a meet- 
ing of the fair directors held yesterday 
afternoon. 

A resolution was adopted to advertise 
for bids for the buildings, either sepa- 
rately or as a whole. These buildings con- 
tain millions of feet of lumber and by 
wrecking them, it is believed that the 
material will. bring severa] thousand dol- 
lars. These buildings erected in 1894 and 
1895 for the Cotton States Exposition 
cost in round figures half a million dol- 
lars. 

Every exhibitor, fakir and visitor who 
has seen them and who is famillar with 
the fairs of the United States say that 
there are only one or two states which 
can approach Atlanta in extent and com- 
pleteness of her equipment for holding | 
faira. 

Fair Director Talks. 

The reason assigned by the directors 
for this course is the lack of interest in 
fairs. 

‘We have given a fair every year sincs 
1899," sald a director last night. 

“While they have brought hundreds of 
thousands of visitors to the city who 
have spent milllions of dollars in t’ade 
with our hotels, merchants and other 
business enterprises, it has been a hard 
problem to pay out year by year. 

‘We believe that our live stock exhibits 
have seryed a great purpose in stimulat- 
ing the breeding of better cattle’ in 
Georgia, but the live stock exhibits do 
not pay. Neither do the poultry, agri- 
cultural or manufacturing displays. About 
tthe only feature of a fair that does pay 
is the races. 

“We have paid up nearly everything 
that we owe, and we expect to get 
enough from the sale of our buildings 
to wipe out every dollar of indebtedness, 
so that we can go out of business with 
every cent paid. 

‘The fair association owns the build- 
ings, but not the ground. Our rent is 
quite an item.” 

The buildings at Pledmont park in- 
clude the following: Agricultura], Ma- 
chinery, Fine Arts, Administration, Gov- 
ernment, Firemen’s, Georgia, ‘the grand 
Stand and the Coliseum, 

The Coliseum, in which the horse show 
and bicycle races have been given for a 
number of years, was originally the 
Manufacturers’ and Liberal Arts’ hall. It 
has a seating capacity of 5,000. The tan 
bark arena igs the largest and finest in 
the south.

The Pacifics, Erie and Pefinsylvania 
Group Showed Gains of 2 Points 
and “Upward — Foreign 
Markets Were Im- 
proved. 


New York, March 1!6.—There was & 
moderate and well sustained demand for 
stocks today which resulted in a sub- 
stantial advance in pri@s throughout 
the list. Business was not larger than 
yesterday, while the delivery of Northern 
Securities opinion was progressing, Dut 
today’s market was entirely lacking in 
the feverish tene and the erratic fiuc- 
tuations which characterized yesterday's 
market. The buying was somewhat in- 
termitfent with backsets. There was 4 
rumor that fms buying came from a 
short mInterest which has counted upon @ 
decline following the Northern Securities 
decision to buy stocks ata profit. There 
Was no evidence today of any pressure 
to sell on account of the decision and 
the bears upon receiving this proceeded 
to cover their short contracts. They 
found only moderate offerings and were 
obliged to bid prices up considerably be- 
fore they were able to supply their 
needs. The Northern Securities case was 
still the point on which the market 
hinged:. It is evident, that aside from
